This year’s oat crop amounts to 1,417,- 
000,000 bushels, an increase over last 
year’s crop of more than 50 per cent, 
according to the report.- Most of this 
crop is used as food for stock, Mr. Wil- 
son declares, and the increased crop and 
lower prices—on Oct. 1 a bushel of oats 
cost 33.6 cents, as compared with 42.5 
a year ago—will also make for lower 
prices for meats and all live stock 
products. 

On potatoes there will be a saving of 
nearly $100,000,000 in the cost of living. 
On Oct. 1 the producers were getting 
51.1 cents a bushel for potatoes, the in- 
vestigation showed, as eompared with 
88.3 cents a year ago. The consumption 
of potatoes is 350,000,000 bushels, and the 
actual reduction of cost is $94,500,000, 
the report states.

TOWN GETS POSTOFFICE 


BERLIN, Germany—The financial year 
of the Berlin municipality has closed 
with a surplus of 7,000,000 marks. 
the previous year there was a surplus of 
6,000,000 and the year before that 5,250,- 
000, so that the municipal funds are 
steadily increasing. 

The gratifying profits are due to good 
and economical management of the city 
works, and the royalties from the ever- 
increasing electricity and other compan- 
There is a falling off of 46,650 
marks in the municipal revenue-obtained 
from the dog tax, many persons being 
no longer able to pay the exorbitant tax 
of 30 marks for their canine favorite. 

In these satisfactory 
Berlin authorities are not only able, but 
willing to do all in their power to alle- 
viate the distress arising from the dear- 
ness of food. The plan already carried 
out in some towns of buying up large 
quantities of meat and selling it at cost 
price will be put into action here shortly.

If 
we were suddenly transported to Mars or 
Jupiter, we could not explain to a phyai- 
cist there what our standard of length 
was and we could not reproduce it. But 
if we used natural standard, it 
would be available everywhere.

=| Tue mother of parliaments, as John Bright 
once termed the houses at Westminster, con- 
British temptuously dismissed by Carlyle as the 
“talking machine,” is undoubtedly on her 
Pp F | trial. She has suffered of late from the 
amament '| effort to dispose of the affairs of an empire 
by a process designed to deal with the busi- 
ness of a country, and many and wondertul 
have been the expedients proposed or resorted 
——— to. It is the parliamentarians themselves, 
however, who must take the ultimate blame for the present condition. 
It was the man who first said “obstruction” who began it; 1t was 
the man who first said “closure’’ who finished it. 

In the golden age the feeling in the House itself would not have 
permitted it. Members might draw their lines along the floor, the 
lines commemorated in the red band in the carpet of today, to keep 
the front benches out of lunging distance, in days when every gentle- 
inan wore a sword. Some Fox might even regret that he could 
remember being present during a debate in which he had failed to 
speak, but such loquacity was made up for by the gentlemen of the 
October Club, who never became more articulate than to cheer. Wal- 
pole might talk of a man and his price, and declare cryptically that 
he could grow patriots like mushrooms in a night, but no one would 
have dreamed of descending to. the tactics of Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, who, during the consulate of Benjamin Disraeli, kept Parlia- 
ment tramping through the division lobbies, hour after hour, to take 
the transcendent decision as to whether the question should now be 
put. What Parnell did with four stalwarts, Lord Randolph 
Churchill accomplished with three. The Randolphian method was 
more artistic than the Parnellite, but it was equally efficacious. The 
duty of an opposition, he blandly insisted, was to oppose. Arthur 
Balfour thought so, too. They had neither of them led the House 
of Commons at that time. 

Now there is one way in which the use of the “gag” might have 
been avoided, but it is a way to which a politician would no more 
have thought of appealing than to the sermon on the mount. It 
would have been to decline to listen to the evil communications which, 
the copybook tells us, corrupt good manners.

twice since its original construction, and it 

is now to be deepened again; but with three 
feet added to its present depth it will still lack five feet of the depth 
of water in the Panama canal at the minimum. When finished and 
ready for business in 1869, the Suez canal was but a trifle over 
twenty-six feet deep. In 1885 it was deepened to twenty-eight feet; 
still later it was deepened to thirty-three feet; a depth of thirty-six 
feet is provided for under the plans just approved. The Panama 
canal is to start off with a minimum depth of forty-one feet. It 1s 
thought that this will be sufficient to meet the requirements of ship- 
ping for very many years. 

Vessels that are not intended for the canal trade will, of gourse, 
continue to be more concerned in harbor channels than in thé deptif 
of isthmian waterways. Many of the latest models in the trans- 
itlantic trade are excluded from Suez canal passage already; the 
deepening now contemplated will not materially change the relation- 
ship between the most modern of the steamships and that canal. The 
greatest of all the transatlantic vessels, planned or under construc- 
tion, the 50,000-ton Imperator of the Hamburg-American line, can 
pass through the Panama canal, if it should be required to do so; but 
if the dimensions of the ocean-going steamers continue to expand in 
the next few years as they have in the past, the Imperator will soon 
he followed by vessels beyond the capacity of the greatest artificial 
waterway the world has ever known. 

It is an amazing fact that within a single generation the maxi- 
mum tonnage of transatlantic steamers of the first class has been 
multiplied by exactly ten. [hat is to say, the largest transatlantic 
stearger making regylar trips as late as 1871 had a tonnage of only 
5000. The Imperator, as already said, will have a tonnage of 50,000. 
The increase in tonnage between 1871 and 1888 was 5000 tons, by 
1901 the 10,000 mark had been doubled, by 1907 it was tripled, by 
1910 it was quadrupled; now it 1s to be quintupled. The growth of 
the ocean vessel is going to continue.

No doubt will be entertained anywhere regarding the fitness of 
the people of Washington for citizenship.

The home rule plea does not apply to 
it. Far more than local interests are involved in keeping it free 
from the evils that are common to the ordinary community. A very 
large percentage of the population 1s entitled to vote, and does vote— 
at home. It might be at once wise and just to permit all persons 
becoming residents of Washington to retain their residence, for’ vot- 
ing purposes, in their old communities, but this is something the 
latter would have to be consulted about. As matters stand, it would 
seem best for the country at large, as well as for the capital, that 
the policy of the fathers be continued.

Symphony orchestra during seven months of 
the year, as the Republic explains, keeps 
open house at the Odeon every Sunday after- 
noon. A dollar will buy two places in 
the parquet; 25 cents will purchase a seat in the balcony. Things 
like Grieg’s “Peer Gynt” suite, the overture to “Tannhauser, ’ 
Vienna waltzes, the lighter work of Tschaikowsky and Sibelius, “and 
the whole catalogue of music which certain of the cultured few pro- 
fess to be weary of because it is so unforgettable that everybody 
remembers it,’ are performed. The concerts, however, do not sus- 
tain themselves. In Louis, as in every large city, many people 
who love music have not the dollar tor two parquet seats or the 25 
cents for one seat in the balcony. Those who love music and have 
the half and the quarter, but not enough for the higher priced sym- 
phony concerts, are not of sufhcient number to make the Sunday 
afternoon “pops” pay. They would not pay, indeed, if the Odeon 
were filled at the Sunday afternoon scale. Reverting to the original 
question, the point to be decided is whether these concerts do not pay 
when they seem to fail to pay. 

Symphony music 1s of very little consequence, comparatively, to 
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of the American welcome, the intelligence of all classes of people met 
and the optimism with which all national issues are faced.

But they 
have got more out of their travel than this; They have seen Amer- 
ica on its human side, as earlier tourists from Europe were not wont 
to. Always hospitable, by nature Americans only recently have 
learned how to federate together to make hospitality a fine art." They 
are now bringing to it the same organizing skill and scale of expendi- 
ture that makes them formidable in the world of trade. Much in 
this line yet remains to be learned by them, however. The average 
American city has no place in its official administrative headquarters 
where community hospitality, as such, can be shown. Cities and 
towns need banquet halls, and community budgets need distinct pro- 
vision for entertainment of guests.
